OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. CIV. 

S.O, 749(E)^In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947) as amended, the Central Government hereby 
fives general permission for import of permissible spare parts meant for maintenance of 
imported machinery or imported parts of indigenous machinery until further notice, subject 
Id the following conditions: 

(i) the import shall be made only by an actual user duly registered with the 
Directorate General of Technical Development or the State Director of 
Industries, or other sponsoring authorities as the case may be, requiring spare 
parts for maintenance of Imported machinery or imported parts of indigenous 
machinery installed or used in his own factory, including spare parts of ancil¬ 
lary equipment, control and laboratory equipment and safety appliances; 

(li) the importer shall produce to the customs authority at the time of clearance, a 
declaration giving the particulars of his registration as an industrial unit with 
the concerned authorities and affirming that the said registration has not been 
cancelled or withdrawn or otherwise made in operative;

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(iii) the term '‘permissible spare parts” will include all spare parts except those 

which are specifically showu as non-permissible under the policy for actual 
users in Section II of the Import Trade Control Policy Red Book (Volume I) 
for the year April 1976—March 1977, Even if any S, No. of the ITC 
Schedule which include finished products as well as spare parts thereof, has 
not been shown in Section II of the ITC Policy Red Book (Volume I) for 
April 1976—March 1977, the spare part covered by that S, No, will be 
treated as permissible; 

(iv) the definition of spare parts for the purpose of import under this licence shall 

be as follows; 

Spare parts are those parts of machines which, because of wear and tear, use, or 
breakage need replacement. These may include materials 

(a) like pipes and tubes, electric cables, wires, hoses and belting imported in 

length which have merely to be cut to the required size or bent before being 
used; 

(b) consumable stores like refractory material and welding electrodes; 

(c) sub-assemblies of essential parts of the machines; and 

(d) complete units which arc to be fitted with a machine like water circulatory 

pumps, motor, panel bolts and gears. 

However, materials such as plates and sheets etc. which are required to be fab¬ 
ricated for manufacturing spare parts and such complete units which are 
installed separately will not be treated as spare parts. 

2 This licence is issued without prejudice to the application of any goods, of any other 
prohibition or regulation affecting the import, that may be in force at the time when sucli 
goods arc imported.
